Hush-Puppies Recipe 


At any rate, here is a recipe

Two cups cornmeal 
1 tablespoon of flour 
i teasppon of soda 
1 teaspoon of baking: 
powder 
1 teaspoon of salt 
1 whole egg 
2 teaspoons of onions

1 .cup of buttermilk 


Now, mix all dry ingredi-

Colombia Tops Claim 
Of Travel Brochure

Colombia, according to a tourists' guide we were given in 


Miami, is a land of "contrast and eternal spring." As we flew 
across the Caribbean, Don Cliri.stcnscn and I commented the 
phrase was probably the product of an over-imaginative pro- 
paganda writer. Three days in Bogota and a 600-mile trip 
over the Andes showed us how wrong we were. 


Our first contact with the Colombians was not pleasant

Ancient Custom 


Ear trimming probably de- 


veloped during the days of 
dogs bred to fight, since the 
ears are vulnerable in a fight. 


Usually when puppies are 


seven or eight months old they 
have most of their teeth and 
the car cartilage is strong 
enough to permit trimming. 
Cropping also seems to 
go 


easier at this age. 


As for any operation, thc 


pup must be in good health 
or be cannot stand the opera- 
tive shock. Ear trimming is 
not as painful as the owner 
probably things it is, but of 
course it hurts the dog as the 
cars heal. In about a week 
thc stitches arc out and the 
cars arc healing rapidly. 
Thc dog must be watched 


carefully, especially that first 
week, because he will try to 
scratch or rub his ears, since 
they itch as they heal. 


Gentle Massaging 


After the first week, the en- 


tire area should be cleaned 
with peroxide. The scab should 
be* kept »oft so there are no 
'puckers' in the ear. A veter- 
inarian usually will recom 
mend an ointment for mas- 
saging the edges of thc ears. 


The dog probably will re- 


sent the ointment for the 
first few days, but In a day 
or two the earn will not be 
so tender. A gentle upward 
massage will help the ears 
stand up straight. 
It takes several weeks for 


the freshly-trimmed ears to 
stand up. Gentle massaging 
should be continued for best 
results. 


Since ear trimming is done 


shortly after the pup has his 
teeth, pet owners should be 
sure the dog receives enough 
diacalcium phosphate in his 
diet. A veterinarian can help 
you with this. 


Tail docking is another mi- 


nor surgery commonly per- 
formed on certain breeds, al- 
so the result of breed appear- 
ance. Tail docking began cen- 
turies ago with the belief that 
a dog's tail caused rabies and 
that dogs with docked tails 
never contracted the disease. 
Needless to say, tails have 
nothing to do with rabies. 


If a female is expected to 


reproduce, spaying is out 
of the question. However, if 
a pet owner has no intention 
of raising puppies he may 
find that spaying makes a 
more pleasant pet. 
There are two schools of 


thought on spaying. One holds 
that removal of the ovaries 
prevents normal physical and 
mental growth. The other 
recommends spaying at four 


improve to six months when there is 


less danger from antiseptic 
than at an earlier age. The 
second group maintains that 
there is no advantage of a fe- 
male having a litter before 
being spayed. 


Remains a Puppy 


In some respects, a female 


spayed before having a litter 
will remain a puppy. She may 
tend to become lazy, spoiled 
easily. However, spaying in 
itself does not cause over- 
weight, a dearly-held legend. 


There are very good rea- 


sons for spaying older fe- 
males. Evidence indicates 
that female sex hormones 
tend to stimulate uterine 
and breast cancers' in dogs. 
The equivalent operation on 


the male dog must be done 
early and causes serious bod- 
ily changes. If it is not per- 
formed on the young animal, 
it will not keep him home. 
Castration will not prevent a 
dog from being a biter if he is 
going to be a biter. 


Tumor Diagnosis 


A tumor is an abnormal soft 


tissue or bone growth. If one 


Is developing rapidly or caus- 
ing concern to the animal, a 
{veterinarian should see the 
pet and decide upon removal. 
Tumors can be benign or can- 
cerous.

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Getting Money tor the Highways 


Congressional committees have been 


examining every possible means of raising 
money to continue the work on the na- 
tional system of interstate and defense 
highways during the last several weeks. It 
appears now that some form of gasoline tax 
will be used to raise at least a part of the 
necessary money. The latest plan proposed 
is that of Rep. John W. Byrnes of Green 
Bay which calls for an additional 1-cent tax 
on gasoline for 22 months, after which 
transfer of 5 per cent of the tax on parts 
and passenger cars and accessories will 
fill the gap. Presumably at that time the 
additional gasoline tax will be discon- 
tinued. 


It is Interesting to note that the petrole- 


um industry is most determinedly opposed 
to the imposition of an additional tax on 
gasoline. The fact that the lax is described 
as temporary docs not impress them for it 
is their experience that there is no such 
thing as a temporary gasoline tax and they 
feel sure that once this one is imposed it is 
very probable that it will be continued for- 
ever. The producers and distributors of 
gasoline and oil are directly interested in 
expanding and improving the highways of 
the United States. 


Whatever is done in that direction 


tends to promote their business and they 
are all for it. However, they have be- 
come convinced that gasoline taxes have 
reached a point where it may prove dam- 
aging to the entire industry. They point out 
that the tax on gasoline is at a higher rate 
than on any other essential product. If the 
1-ccnl tax as now proposed is added, the 
tax levy on gasoline will reach 10 cents a 
gallon which is approximately the cost of the 
product at the refinery. But if money is not 
raised by gasoline lax where is it to come 
from? A short term bond issue has been 
proposed but the people who arc fighting 
inflation are desperately opposed to any 
such means of financing because they say 
the cost of the highway construction is in- 
creased because of the expense necessary 
in issuing and selling the bonds and later 
retiring them and they apparently have as 
much strength in Congress as the petrole- 
um industry. Between the two giant lob- 
bies the congressmen have been having a 
desperate lime in making a decision and in 
facl no final action is expected until late 
this week. 


However, the petroleum industry is con- 


tinuing its battle against any so-called 
"temporary" gasoline tax. The lobbyists 
point out that one congress cannot bind an- 
other and if the 1-cent tax goes into effect it 
probably will continue in force. When the 
government entered the gasoline tax field 
in 1932 it did so by levying a 1-ccnt a gallon 
lax which was to be temporary but it has 
remained in force ever since and in fact 
has been increased to three cents. In fact 
the ease with which gasoline taxes are col- 
lected has led to its wide use/The first 
gasoline tax was laid by Oregon in 1919 for 
highway purposes. It was one cent a gallon. 
By 1920 three other slates were collecting 
gasoline taxes and in 1921, 10 more joined 
them. By 1929 or in less than 10 years, 
every stale in the union had a gasoline tax 
and it must be admitted that it is this tax 
that took the nation out of the mud and 
onto the highv/ays. 


Even so, of course, it is possible that 


there can be too much of a good thing. 
During the fiscal year 1958 the federal road 
building fund received $2,079,000,000, of 
which $1,636,000,000 came from gasoline 
taxes. The remainder came from other 
levies in the aulomotive and oil fields and 
$1,510,000,000 came from taxes on automo- 
biles, parts and accessories, and this sum 
went into the general treasury. Out of a 
total of $3,589,000,000 collected from the 
automobile and oil industries in 1958, 58 
per cent was placed in the fund for the 
highway program and 42 per cent went to 
the general fund. The petroleum indus- 
tries are quick to point out that the diver- 
sion of one-third of the taxes, that now 
go into the general fund, to the road build- 
ing program would about equal what the 
federal government hopes to obtain from 
the 1-ccnt gasoline tax increase. 


It must be acknowledged that the lax 


on gasoline has reached Ihe point where it 
soon will be seriously felt by motorists. In 
fact the petroleum industry has hinted that 
motorists are beginning to drive fewer 
miles and many of them are buying lighter 
cars which use less gasoline. But it will be 
difficult for them to convince most people 
that there is a better place to get money 
for highways than from the industries 
which profit by betler roads. The bright 
side of Ihc piclure is, of course, lhat exten- 
sion of the highway program will almost 
certainly be reflected by increased use of 
motor cars, Irucks and lhat in the end the 
petroleum business will profit. 


Ihe Chicago Water Campaign 


Sen. Douglas 
(D.-I11.) who finds it 


strange that Canada and the lake slates 
should make such a fuss over "a simple and 
harmless" request for an additional 1,000 
cubic foot of water per second has chidcd 
Wisconsin's senators over the reports that 
Milwaukee has had to close its bathing 
beaches because of the pollution of Lake 
Michigan. Chicago is now diverting 1,500 
cubic feet of water per second and wants 
the additional 1.000 to flush its sewage 
through the drainage canal and on into 
the Mississippi river. 


It is quite obvious that Chicago can have 


clean lake beaches so long as it works its 
sewage into a stream which it hns reversed 
U> flow out of the lake rather than into it. 
Both in Congress and in publicity fights in 
the Chicago newspapers much is being 
made of the fact (hat Chicago has clean 
beaches as if that were a particular Chicago 
virtue. As a mailer of facl Milwaukee and 
other Wisconsin cities do not have clean 
beaches because they arc living according 
to the law and returning nil of Ihc water 
they lake from Lnkc Michigan back lo Ihe 
lake. 


While Sen. Douglas was trying to make 


his case in Washington, the chief engineer 
of the Metropolitan Sanitary district of 
Greater Chicago joined in the game by 
suggesting Milwaukee divert its sewage 
liquids into (ho Hock river and let thorn 
flow down and finally enter the Mississippi 
at Moline. To accomplish this Milwaukee 
would'havo to build a tunnel from its pres- 
ent sewage treatment plant west to Jeffer- 
son on the Kock river. To make this sys- 
tem work, of course. Milwaukee would be 
obliged to divert great quantities of water 
from Lake Michigan and the expense of 


the vcnlure is eslimated at about $100,- 
000,000. Officials in Milwaukee or Wiscon- 
sin arc not taking the proposal seriously. 
Mayor Zeidlcr of Milwaukee called the pro- 
posal "a gross, unthinkable suggestion." He 
said, "Not only would Wisconsin and Illi- 
nois cities be injured by this process but it 
would practically destroy all of the wild- 
life in Ihc Rock. It also would compound 
the drinking water and recreation prob- 
lems of those cilies by furlher polluling Ihe 
Rock and Ihc Mississippi rivers." 


.1. F. Friedrick. chairman of Milwau- 


kee's city sewerage commission, offered 
perhaps the best answer to Ihc Chicago sug- 
gestion. He said, "I would like to suggest 
that the Des Plaincs river in Kcnosha be 
tapped; that would be closer than Ihc Rock. 
Then our sewage could flow down Ihc DCS 
Plaincs. pass Chicago north shore suburbs 
and inlo the Illinois river along with the 
sewage effluent sent there by Ihc Chicago 
Sanitary district. 


An interesting thing to note about this 


discussion is that Chicago has no respect 
for Ihc rights of others. Chicago is de- 
termined to take water from Ihc Great 
Lakes as a means of solving a sewage prob- 
lem in the cheapest way possible. It is not 
at all interested in preserving the lake 
levels. Thus Chicago can afford lo invite 
Milwaukee, and all the other cities on the 
lakes interested, to join them in diverting 
water from the Great Lakes.' If that should 
happen there is no doubt but all of Ihc 
property owners around the lakes would 
suffer serious damage and shipping might 
be all but destroyed. Wo cannot sec how 
proposals that arc such a great misuse of 
an important national asset can have the 
support of a majority in Congress.

A group of Cambridge, 


England students about a 
year ago became disturbed 
about all the anti-American- 
ism that they heard express- 
ed in their country and else- 
where and decided to find 
out for themselves just what 
grounds there are for such 
feelings. 


Recently the 10 investi- 


gators prepared a report. 
•Their conclusion was, as 
might be expected, that the 
American people are a mix- 
ture of sweet and sour, of 
base and lofty, of absurd and 
logical, and that like most 
other peoples on this globe 
they arc neither saints nor 
devils. 


However, in- striking the 


balance, they found it possi- 
ble to make a generally fav- 
orable report. While all 10 
investigators contributed to 
the report, it seems to have 
been interestingly summed 
up by the professor of politi- 
cal science who, in seeking 
for the roots of anti-Ameri- 
canism, finds the first root 
to be "the resentment, nat- 
ural if not very intelligent, 
with which Europeans re- 
gard the good fortune of the 
Americans." 


The second, Dr. l)cnis 


Brogan continues, is the fact 
that "the prosperity of the 
United States is an insult to 
left-wing thinkers all over 
Europe, because it has been 
achieved 
by 
non-socialist 


means.1' 


A third source, which is 


"harder to laugh off or sneer 
off." says Brogan. is the evi- 
dence that "a great deal of 
what America exports as 
"culture' is very poor stuff: 
a great deal is worse than 
very poor stuff. It is hor- 
rid." 


Krogan nevertheless quali- 


fies ns a friend, as he con- 
cludes: 


"I am no starry-eyed ad- 


mirer of all ih.it goes on in 
or out of America. 1 am will- 
ing to admit that Xotting lull 
(scene of racial violence in 
Ixindon) is a less serious 
<b»t possibly loss excusable) 
affair than Kittle Kock. But 
vur basic complaint against 
America is t hat we nearly 
committed suicide in Kwrope 
and the Americans neither 


prevented us in time nor 
saved us soon enough. 


A more critical view, fo- 


cused on "values," is sub- 
mitted by Garry Runciman, 
a Briton new attending Har- 
vard on a' fellowship. Ilunci- 
man likes the "friendliness 
and prosperity" of the U. S., 
but is disturbed by "the Ne- 
gro stcchvorkers in Detroit 
who drive a Cadillac but un- 
dernourish their children, 
and by some of the more 
elaborate, outrageous and 


tasteless claims of U. S. ad- 
vertising. 


Roger Donald, an Ameri- 


can at Cambridge on a fel- 
lowship, says that much of 
what the Briton deplored 
was not "uniquely Ameri- 
can" but "the shared twen- 
tieth century experience of 
mass society." 


A comparison of Ameri- 


can and European mass 
press and advertising, he 
believes, shows them to be 
similar, with the European 
variety "a little shabbier."
